GIRL REFUSED 10 WED 
AND WAS SHOT TO DEATH 


In Europe Endrukat, When Reject- 
ed, Tried to Kill Martha Korais. 
She Fled to the United States, 
but Couldn’t Escape the 
Murderous Lover. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 29.—Martha 
Korais, a comely Prussian girl, was shot 
and instantly killed here today under un- 
usual circumstances by Franz Endrukat, 
an enraged lover, who, after murdering 
the girl, sent a bullet into his own brain, 
inflicting a wound from which he cannot 
recover. 

Endrukat, who was angry because the 
girl would not marry him, followed her 
to this country from the province of 
Pomerania, in Rhenish Prussia, where 
four years ago he attempted to kill her 
by beating her over the head with a 
hatchet. After this attempt he cut his 
throat in an effort to end hig life and 
after lying for four months in a hospital, 
according to the information given to the 
coroner, he 
and eight months’ imprisonment.

Row Caused by Negro Brushing 
Avainst White Woman, 


TRAGEDY AT PITTSVIEW 


Negro Shoots Columbus Salesman in 
the Arm and Citizens Afterwards 
Pat the Negro to Death With 
Guns—The Cause of 
the Difficulty.

Yesterday afternoon an |8-year-old son 
of Calhoun’s went to Pittsview, and, 
while going along the street, deliberately 
walked in between BD. L. Blackmon and 
Miss Pitts, daughter of a prominent mer- 
chant, there. Blackmon instantly shoved 
him to the ground, the negro clinched 
him, and quite gq struggle followed. 

A good deal of excitement was caused, 
for the white people had already been 
annoyed during the day by the boister- 
ousness Of a large crowd of negroes from 
McLendon, Ala, and only cool heads 
prevented serious trouble. 

Today Hibb Calhoun went to Pittsview 
to whip Blackmon and attacked him, 
His attention was diverted to Brady 
Mitchell, and he shot at him twice, both 
bullets taking effect in Mitchell's arm. 
Both Mitchell and Blackmon were unh- 
armed. 

When Calhoun began firing, several 
white men began emptying pistois at 
him, and he was killed almost instantly. 

Great excitement was produced by the 
shooting of the negro. The ratio of ne- 
groes to whites in that section of Rus- 
sell county is heavy, and, fearing fur- 
ther trouble ,a message was sent to Seal, 
the county seat, for Sheriff Daniel and 
deputies. 

The sheriff and his deputiés hurried to 
the scene, and the situation at Pittsview 
is now quiet. There are only about one 
hundred white people at Pittsview, while 
the surrounding country is thickly pop- 
ulated with negroes. 

A long distance telephone message 
from Pittsview late this afternoon said 
that the white people would be on guard 
during the night, so as not to be sur- 
prised and caught at a disadvantage, 
during the night, by vindictive negroes.

SHOT TO DEATH 
BY HIS RIVAL 


Young Lady Only Witness to 
the Tragedy, 


HAD ALWAYS BEEN FRIENDS 


John Cain Charged With the Kill. 
ing of John Hix in Wilkes Coun. 
ty—He Is Lodged in Jail 
at Washington, 


Washington, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)— 
In a fit of jealousy, caused Dy the sight 
of another man with his former sweet- 
heart, John Cais, on Sunday afternoon, 
shot and instantly killed John H. Hix, 


a prominent young Dawson county man, 
who, for the past few months, has been 
miles 


on the Georgia Railroad, eight 


south of Washington. 


The tragedy occurred late yesterday 
afternoon soon after young Hix and Miss 
Alice Parks returned from a walk. When 
they returned to the home of Miss Parks’ 
father, where John Cain boarded, they 
were followed, in a few minutes, by 
Cain, who entered the parlor and de- 
manded of Hix that he leave at once or 
he would be shot. 

Hix evidently did not take Cain se 
riously, as he only smiled and did not 
address any remark to Cain. When Hix 
made no attempt to take his leave, Cain 
drew hig pistol from his pocket and shot 
Hix on the spot. The ball entered the 
young man’s left chest and ranged down- 
ward. 

Cain would have sent another bullet 
into his rival’s body, but was restrained 
by the young lady, who held him until a 
neighbor arrived and took Cain in cus- 
tody. 

Cain was arrested ang brought to 
Washington late Sunday night and placed 
in jail, where he is waiting a commit- 
ment trial to be held tomorrow. 

Young Hix was 26 years of age and 
bore an excellent reputation. It ig said 
that he and John Cain were reared to- 
gether, in Dawson county, and were 
good friends. Immediately after. the 
shooting, when asked what motive he 
had in killing Hix, Cain remarked that 
he had sufficient cause for taking the 
life of John Hix, but that he was not 
mad with him at the time. 

As Cain was leaving Ficklen, Ga.,last 
night to be brought to Washington, he 
turned to a friend, standing near by, 
and gaid that Hix had been one of his 
very best friends and that he (Cain) 
would stand all the expense of Hix's 
burial. 
| The interment occurred today at | 
o'clock at Clifford Grove, with the rites 
of the order of Odd Fellows, of which 
young Hix was a prominent member. 

When geen at the jail this morning, 
Cain refused to discuss the tragedy and 
talked in a manner that would indicate 
that he knew .but little of the terrible 
event which he had brought about,

SMITH TD DEATH 


Pinter Killed at Macon by a 
Merchant 


SHOT HIM FOUR ismeeal 


Strong Claims That Smith, Who Was 
a Married Man, Betrayed His Sis. 
ter — Parties Had Just Left 
Court House When Trag- 
edy Took Place.

Macon, 
Demis Strong, 
Ten Cent store in Macon, shot and killed 
Henry Smith, a printer, on Second street 
here today at noon, firing five times, 
after which he walked toward police 
station until he met Patrolman Griffin 
and gave up, The tragedy occurred on 
account of alleged improper relations 
between Smith and Miss Lilla Strong, a 
sister of the man who did the shooting. 
Without a word that wae heard by peo- 
ple on the streets Strong and Smith 
met in front of Smith’s printing office, 
almost directly in front of the telephone 
exchange, and within the time it takes 
to fire five shots in quick succession 
Smith wa slying upon the walk in a dy- 
ing condition. The slayer turned . coolly 
and made no effort to get away. 

Some time ago Strong’s sister, who 
worked as a printer, was employed in 
Smith's shop. She remained only a short 
time before going away and a few days 
ago a warrant was sworn out before 
Justice Stokes against Smith, charging a 
misdemeanor. The case was to have been 
tried today, but owing to the absence 
of attorneys the matter was delayed. 

Before the grand jury, in session this 
morning, the ypung lady appeared, and 
with her went the slayer of Smith. She 
told her gtory and left and as Strong 
went back home he passed the printing 
establishment, 

According to Strong’s statement, Smith 
came out and accosted him, inqulring, in 
a very rough maner, what was going to 
be done with the matter, referring to the 
sister’s trouble. Strong said Smith 
cursed him. Infuriated at the conduct 
of the alleged offender, he drew a re- 
volver and fired every shot. Two balls 
took effect in the right shoulder, one 
under the left arm, one in the left cheek 
and one in the neck. The injured man 
wa staken up as s0on as the patorl 
wagon could be summoned and removed 
to the city hospital. There he made a 
dying statement, which was preserved, 
as far as possible, by Superintendent BK. 
B, Elder. 

Smith’s Dying Statement. 

Smith was too weak to talk very in- 
telligently, but attendants heard the 
following: 

“I was shot by Demis Strong. He 
shot me about his sister. I did not 
shoot at him, nor did I make any re- 
sistance. I am innocent of the charge 
he preferred against me.”’ With these 
words Smith sank into unconsciousness 
and was unable to sign his name.

Daughter of Well-Known Fairburn 
Farmer Is Victim of Attempted 
Assault by a Negro Brute, 
Sheriff With Posse Close 
on His Trail. 


Fairburn, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)— 
Miss Stella Wade, the pretty 1|17-year- 
Old daughter of Alex Wade, was the 
victim of an attempted’ assault in her 
room at her father’s house, one and a 
half miles south of this town just be- 
fore midnight last night. Her assail- 
ant is a large mulatto about 30 years 
old, whom she recognized clearly as 
Charles Reeves, a negro tenant of Lu- 
cien Duke, whose farm is not far 
away. 

Miss Wade was sleeping in her room 
alone last night, when just before 
midnight she was awakened by the 
presence of some one near her bed. She 
screamed and the negro became fright- 
ened, slipped out the windaw by which 
he had entered. The negro immediate- 
ly reentered the room armed with a 
large rock and threatened to kill her. 
She, however, managed to escape and 
fave the alarm. 

The father got his shotgun and fired 
through a thicket in front of the 
house. Immediately a threat was made 
in a voice, recognized as that of 
Charles Reese, a large mulatto banjo 
picker, reputed gambler, who had oc- 
casionally bought milk from the 
Wades, 

Dogs were put on the track of the 
negro, and Sheriff Wilkinson was sent 
for at Fairburn. A posse gf neighbors 
was organized and started after the 
negro. They found where the negro 
was brought to bay and saw several 
rocks that he had collected and left. 

The sheriff with a 1ew men respond- 
ed promptly and the hunt was contin- 
ued. and at or soon after daylight the 
sheriff and his posse came in sight of 
the negro, but he fled quickly from 
sight. 

The pursuit will be kept up until 
ithe negro is captured. There is some 
talk of lynching, but cool, clear heads 
are on hand and say there will be no 
lynching, but that the negro will be 
Safely carried to jail and securely kept 
until he is disposed of by the supe- 
rior court.

He was a high-toned, 
honorable man, one I knew only to 
honor and respect. 

With all the wild waste of the peo- 
ple’s money during his administration, 
none soiled his hands, for he came out 
of the office of governor of Georgia 
‘S$ poor as a church mouse. 

Governor Bullock was placed in the 
fovernor’s chair by a horde of thieves 
and robbers, who fattened on the rev- 
enues of the people of Georgia, and 
he or no other good man placed in a 
Similar position could have acted other- 
wise and resisted the influence brought 
to bear on him. He was dominated and 
controlled like that good and pure man, 
President McKinley, was by Mark Han- 
na and his crowd. 

Governor Bullock appointed all the 
judges of.the supreme and superior 
courts in Georgia during his adminis- 
tration and in this his adherents had 
no ax to grind and he was left un- 
trammeled by their influence: and what 
was the result?

APPEAL MADE BY CHAPLAIN 


Dr. Wilmer Asks That Atlanta Turn 
Out. to the Fair Which the 
Regiment Will Hold and 
Give the Boys Bet. 
ter Support. 


Asking a liberal patronage for the 
fair, which is to be held by the Fifth 
regiment for the purpose of raising 
funds to pay the expenses of a trip to 
the Jamestown exposition, Dr. C. B. 
Wilmer, rector of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
church and chaplain of the regiment, 
has addressed the following commu- 
nication to The Constitution: 

“Editor Constitution: Next month, 
May 6-/!, the Fifth regiment, Georgia 
state troops, will hold a fair at i0% 
West Mitchell street, for the purpose 
of raising a fund to help defray the 
expenses of a trip to the exposition at 
Jamestown. A committee on adver- 
tising has been appointed consisting 
of Captains L. D. White and Oscar 
Palmer, and Lieutenants T. A. Kemp 
and H, J. Weaver, and myself. 

General Support Asked. 

“As chairman of that committee and 
also chaplain of the Fifth, I take this 
occasion to make an appeal to the 
public not for generous patronage of 
the fair, but for a more liberal spirit 
in general towards the state troops. 
I have in mind especially those having 
in their employ men who belong to the 
several companies composing the regi- 
ment. There are some, I understand, 
who will refuse to employ enlisted 
men. There are others who, though 
not going so far as that, yet are 
grudging about giving permission to 
the men to go off on encampments 
and the like. 

“T wish to ask all those having in 
their employ members of the Georgia 
State troops to consider whether it is 
not incumbent upon them to be more 
liberal in their attitude. A recent sad 
experience in this city has demon- 
Strated the fact that just as soon as 
there is trouble, property owners are 
clamorous for the troops to be called 
out; and the troops are called out.

Returns From Savannah. 


The Savannah Electric Company re- 
turned its total property at $1!,170,- 
060, of which $246,409 is for franchise. 
This is an increase of about $40,000 
over the return of last year. The com- 
pany’s capitalization, including bonds 
and both classes of stock, {s $6,412,- 
000. The ¢amptroller general says he 
will have to mske an investigation 
of the company’s income before decid- 
ing what demand he will make upon it. 

The Savannah Lighting Company, 
which has a capitalization of $153,000, 
all stock, made a return of $40,000, but 
returned no franchise and gave no ao- 
count of its operating expenses. Both 
of these will be demanded by the 
comptroller general before he passes 
upon the return. 

The Rome Railway and Light Com- 
pany returned its total property at 
$104,065, but made no franchise return 
whatever, nor did it give any account 
of its operating expenses. The pres- 
ent company paid $300,000 for the 
property. The comptroller general 
will demand both a franchise return 
and a report of operating expenses be- 
fore acting. Failure to make a fran- 
chise return renders a corporation lia- 
ble to double tax.

STRAWBERRY SHIPPERS 
ASK FOR INDEMNITY 


jiHE American Fruit Union, of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, of which John D. 
Cunningham,.of Marietta, Ga., 1s 
president, has filed with the interstate 
commerce commission a formal com- 
plaint-against the Cincinnatl, New Or- 
leans and Texas Uacific Railway Com- 
pany, lessees of the Cincinnati Southern 
railway, alleging illegal rates on straw- 
berries and asking that those shippers 
who have been or may be forced to pay 
exorbitant rates be indemnified by the 
railroad company... 

The case is one of interegt to the 
shippers of Georgia, particularly of the 
Chattanooga section, and behind the 
flling of the complaint is an interesting 
history of the manner in which the in- 
terstate commerce commission was in- 
duced to sanction the rate complained 
of. 

Story of the Rate. 

Aecording to allegations contained in 
the complaint, in 1898 or 1899 an agree- 
ment was reached between the straw- 
berry growers of the Chattanooga sec- 
tion and the Southern railway by which, 
on condition of the shippers paying an 
increased rate of !7 cents per crate of 
33 1-3 pounds, or, in other words, 5! 
cents per 100 pounds, the railroad would 
allow a minimum of 420 crates at sald 
rate and would handle the berries on 
schedule approximating eleven hours be- 
tween Chattanooga and Cincinnatl. 

This agreement and rate remained in 
effect until April 6, 1907, when by spe- 
cial permit of the interstate commerce 
cornimission the Cincinnati, New Orleans

ized to putinto effect their strawberry 
traffic No. 2, I. C. €. 3387, which speci- 
fied a freight rate of 18 cents p@ crate, 
or if estimated at the old basis allowed 
of 33 1-3 pounds per crate a rate of 54 
cents per 100 mounds. At the same time 
they increased the minimum car load 
from 420 crates of twenty-four quarts 
each to 510 creates. 

Notwithstanding the express agree- 
ment. twen the strawberry shippers 
and thé Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific railway, otherwise the 
Cincinnati Southern raflway, it is al- 
leged that the difference between the 
old rate of 30 cents per 100 and the new 
rate of 51 cents per |00, or !I7 cents per 
crate, was paid solely upon the promise 
of said railway to furnish and perform 
the special service agreed upon. The Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
officlals have recently, since-the ad- 
vanced rates named in I. C. C. No, 3387 
were published, advised all inquirers that 
it would be impossible for them to give 
the strawberry shippers said special ser- 
vice during the season of 1907, alleging 
as an excuse for same, first, that on ac- 
count of improvements and alterations 
in their tracks it would be very incon-
